Hesides, il has 
the reputation of being a national dish, 
and as such merits our heartiest sup¬ 
port. It was not known in England, as 
I have been assured by very •rood au¬ 
thority.—Peter Pindar to the contrary 
notwithstanding—until after the Revo¬ 
lutionary war: and tin* story of the tirst 
time the Britishers partook of it. as re¬ 
corded in the veritable History of the 
Island of Nantucket, written by one of 
the Collin**, is well worth recounting.

Tlu*n 1 call on you. in the 
name ot liberty , ot patriotism, and of 
everything dear to the American char¬ 
acter, to coiue to our aid with all di*- 
patch.

Broad as are the 
page-ot history, they afford nothing 
more sublime ami heroic than the \al**r

mopylie ootiferred lio more glory upon 
Sparta than did Travis. Bowie ami 
Crockett al the Alamo. be*tow renown 
upon America. 

Of Travis little i** known prior to his 
embarking in the cause of liberty, ten¬ 
dering his service* to (ten. Austin early 
in ISIA. being then a merchant at Ana- 
littne. He was appointed Lieut. Colo¬ 
nel of the First Regiment of Infantry, 
and in the distribution of the little army 
was ordered to Sail Felipe. 

Janas I in nit was horn in Ocorgia, 
soon after the emigration of hi* parents 
from Maryland, about 171*6. His repu¬ 
tation prior to hi* removal to Texas in 
1SJP. was that of a mild type of the des¬ 
perado, and the annals of the ••('ode*’ 
contain no more thrilling reeontre than 
that'bet w ecu Bowie ami Norris Wright, 
on a bar of the Mississippi in Septem¬ 
ber 1 k 2P. during which two men were 
killed and several wounded. Bow ie es¬ 
caping with a slight cut. Believing the 
ordinary knife entirely uiilitted for the 
skillful carving of his fellow men oil 
the field of honor, he invented a blood- 
i uniting weapon for tin* process, which 
wa* ciulmsinsticidly adopted by the 
profession and *iill hears hi* name. In 
person Bowie stood about six feet, and | 
well-proportioned, erect in hearing, ami 
while of a fair complexion, with blue 
eyes, had a tierce expression which in 
connect inti with great daring and a won¬ 
derful muscular power, made him a 
formidable opponent. II* was. how¬ 
ever. never quarrelsome, hut mild and 
quiet, even in action: social and in¬ 
clined t*» intemperance, hut never 
drunk: prodigal of hi* means, and pos¬ 
sessing a wonderful power of w inning 
people to him. His means, acquired in 
purchasing negroes from the buccaneer 
Lalittc. and smuggling them into Lou¬ 
isiana. were not inconsiderable, hut 
wore to the last cent devoted t«» the 
cause of Texas. Hardly tin* material 
for a hero, you will say. hut it required 
no timorous heart i * * embark in a task 
so fraught with danger as was the inde¬ 
pendence of Texas. In every early 
engagement with the enemy, none were 
more brave than Bowieiat the battle of 
Nacogdoches, the tight at *f »rassprairie 
and San Saha, the terrible engagement 
nf the C'oncelicioil. he wa* tile foremost 
in action, the last in the retreat. He 
married a daughter of Neranicudi. the 
vice-governor of tin* country under the 
Mexican nilp. 

Of the eccentric banj t'roch tt there 
is tilth* need to speak here, except in 
brief. 1 >ne of the pioneer* of Tennes¬ 
see. which included Sam Houston, and 
Daniel Boone ami Andrew Jaek*oii. he 
combined all tlx* qualifications which 
were required in Texas in ’J6. Hi* ed¬ 
ucation wa* of the woodland ami the 
mountain—a fearless and unerring skill 
with the ride, and a natural strength of 
mind. He was sent to Congress, a rep¬ 
resentative man of the new section, illy 
competent to comprehend and grasp the 
machinery of government. **Thc rules 
of Jefferson’s manual were to him as 
mvsterious as the Delphian oracle:” *o 

mueli-•* that lie was not returned. The 
dangers and excitements of tin* Texan 
struggle w**re more lo hi* ta-ic mid In* 
wa* early numbered among it* defend¬ 
ers. Such were tll«* leaders of the little 
hand that were to make the Alamo ever 
memorable. Travis, with thirty men. 
had been sent from San Felipe, Bowie 
with thirty-live, from Holiad. to join 
the ninety-one effective in* n already 
with Crockett and Bonham, entrenched 
within the wall* of the little fort. On 
ih** afternoon of the 2.'1(1 of February, 
is:Hi. Santa Anna, with fifteen hundred 
men. marched into San Antonio, and 
ih** scigc commenced. The next morn¬ 
ing a messenger with tin* appeal of 
Travis, left the fort to arouse the coun¬ 
try. 

The early history of ill** Alamo hits 
been stated. A word as to it- strength: 
although built for a mission and not for 
a fortress, it* walls wcrcol a plain heavy 
.-tone work ntul without a redoubt or 
bastion to command the lines of tlx* fort. 
Its form was reetangulm, one hundred 
and ninety feet long by one hundred 
and twenty-two In width. The church 
occupying the southeast comer had 
been converted Into barracks and con¬ 
tained the magazine, atxl attached the 
stone cuartcl for the horses. The only 
other building wa* oil the east side* of 
two-story stone, the lower fornii armory 
and quarter*, and the upper fora hos¬ 
pital. Four pieces of artillery were 
mounted, on tlx* north, and a like num¬ 
ber pointed toward the town. Two 
were beside tlx church. altd four guard¬ 
ed the gate and the bridge across the 
river. Witter from acqui duct* on ei¬ 
ther side of the wall* supplied the gar¬ 
rison. 

Immediately (, u the disposition of 
Santa Anna's force* an unconditional 
, -urreiidcr of tlx* Alamo wa* demanded 
and answered by a shot from it- wall- 
j The blood-red dag wa- hoisted in the 
town, and a harmh-s bombardment 
commenced.

' liver with tlx* battalion* of Xinline* alid 
j l •/,, | |ot« ' ot M itamoill*. and attempt¬ 
ed t** creel a battery in front of tlx*

Tile la*i scene ill the epilogue which 
ha* followed the great historic drama of 
tin* Centennial Exhibition took place 
here to-*laV in the sale al auction of f«»r- 
ty-f4»ur of the *tni4*tui*4 - in the Centen¬ 
nial grounds, including tlx* principal 
F.xhihition buildings and minor edifices. 
The catalogue contained forty-live 
buildings ami kiosks, forty-four of 
which wa re *4»ld.

camping hcliiml u hig Imystnck. for 
which privilege we paid a Mexican a 
“two-bit piece.” This i* a beautiful 
green valley, with a river winding 
through it. hut like all Spanish town*, 
showing no thrift. With land that will 
produce anything in the world nlmost. 
they never plant a tree or vine or smy- 
thing else save a few heans, a little corn, 
and a few hills of water-melons. They 
have some line cattle ranches, though, 
and these pay well. The central object 
of interest to me was the old ••Mission”. 
Kvcry Spanish town seems to have one. 
built by the old Padres, for tin* religious 
benefit of the Mexican* and Indian*. 
This one is the largest I have found 
anywhere, and it was evidently built in 
superb style in its day, though it is 
largely in ruins now. The main build¬ 
ing is as large a* many of thccnthcdmls 
of the old world, and is tolerably well 
preserved, so that occasionally service* 
are yet held in it. hut the long wings. 
• some three or four hundred feet in 
length, contaning the cells of the priest*, 
etc., are all falling to pieces, as are also 
the outbuilding* and the cemetery sur¬ 
rounded by its high adobe wail. The 
four lfolls are in niches high up on the 
sides of the building, and the sacred 
cactus still nourishes in the garden and 
the solitary place high up on the tower. 

This I find on all of them, and it <-vi- 
dently had n significance to the old Pa¬ 
dres, hut what it was I have not been 
able to learn. Filling our canteens here 
at one of the finest wells in southern 
California, we continued our journey. 
It was much as it had been, and we 
loped away, sometimes without a fixing 
thing in sight save the lizards and owls, 
then through hands of cattle and hordes, 
thousands in number, and each marked 
with the peculiar brand of it- owner. 
Sun Juan Capistrano is a larger place 
than San Luis Hev.-—more business, 
more houses, more enterprise. I >•» you 
ask why? Because more Americans 
have settled in there. They ulway* car¬ 
ry enterprise with them and in a meas¬ 
ure wakeupthc dormant energies of the 
sleepy-headed Mexicans, but only in a 
measure. It is principally situated 
about a square, the four sides of which 
are hounded by red-tiled adobe buildings 
stores, taverns, groceries and a barber's 
shop. 

One side of the square is occupied by 
tie old Mission, which, like all the 
others, i- in mins. As I sat sketching 
this. I thought, what a difference it 
mikes in the long run of what luaturi- 
a’s we build. On the continent of Eu¬ 
rope are many cathedrals which have 
foi live hundred years been the pride of 
art and the wonder of an admiring 
world.

FIRST PAPER. 

Eighti-cn luinilretl and twenty-nine! 
Not so many years n^o but that the 
period of which wo write may be 
reealled by many of our renders; but 
still sultleienlly removed from tlie pres¬ 
ent, tosugRest to the majority of us the 
expediency of consulting history rather 
than memory. Instead of the thirty- 
eight Slates which now unite in form¬ 
ing tlie Union, we numbered but twen¬ 
ty-four; instead of a population of 
upwards of forty-flvo millions of free¬ 
men, we had but twelve millions, of 
which tnnre titan two millions were 
staves. The political situation was not 
unlike the present. An exciting elec¬ 
tion had just resulted in the stieecss of 
Andrew Jnekson, the watchword of 
whose campaign had been “Reform,” 
in the broadest sense. Reform meant 
then, as now, the struggle of the “outs” 
to displace the ''ius:” the substitution 
of one policy by another, whose indell- 
niteness and impracticability was its 
greatest recommendation. The “outs" 
on tltis occasion hnd been successful, 
and several thousand deposed offlrinls, 
of various grades, were endeavoring to 
accommodate themselves to circum¬ 
stances which required »change of base, 
and anew depot of supplies. President 
Jackson hod intimated ills bitter hos¬ 
tility to tlte Bank of the United States, 
aud Itis determination of refusing to 
sign any hill looking to a renewal of its 
charter. John C. Calhouu was Vice 
President, and Andrew Btevenson, of 
Virginia. Speaker ol tlic House; Haute 
and Webster were making tilings lively 
ill tlte Senate, aud Calhoun was medi¬ 
tating treason while hatching the nulli- 
ticiitiim plot; Martin Van Uureu was 
I Secretary “1 State, aud the Postmaster 
tieucrui had been just admitted to the 
I counsels of the Cabinet. 

Massachusetts, with a population of 
less than six hundred thousand against 
a million and three <;uaru-rs of the pres¬ 
ent year—was enjoying an uuu.ual 
state of prosperity, aud in political in- 
llucuce aud ability, was heading the 
list. She had Slllshee and Webster iu 
I the Seuate. aud Appleton. Joint Davis, 
Everett and KulusChoate iutlic House, 
with Althott Lawrence aud Wiuthrop 
! in reserve. Boston was iter only iucor- 
| poraled city, and Salem aud Lowell had 

i suU eevui yotu-s U wwu approuhtxtUp 


to serve. At the state House, Levi 
Lincoln was in the gubernatorial chair, 
with Thomas L. Wiuthrop a* Lieuten¬ 
ant, and Samuel Lot limp and William 
II. Cnlliotm dividing the honors of tin 
General Court. Boston had a popula¬ 
tion of sixty thousnnd, New Bedford 
nod Nantucket of seven thousand each, 
anti Taunton of less than six. Rail¬ 
roads were in their infancy, and a thous¬ 
and tulles would have embraced the 
length of rail on the continent. Of this 
amount Massachusetts could claim less 
than otic hundred. Boston was con¬ 
nected with the tide-waters of the 
Sound hv a line of forty-three miles to 
Providence, anti with Iter manufactur¬ 
ing centre by a road of twenty-live 
utiles to Lowell. Tlte granite ledges of 
Quincy were sending their stone to 
tide-water in Smith Boston over a line 
of six miles of railroad, and the 01*1 
Colony wus yet in embryo. 

And speaking of railroads reminds us 
lital litis article lias another object titan 
historical retrospect. Still, this was the 
situation, and if we have recalled it for 
the moment, it hits 1 teen for the more 
definite purpose of adding a little some¬ 
thing to tlte sunt of oar local history, 
which is tint so thoroughly loaded with 
extraneous matter ilint it cannot afford 
an additional burden, particularly when 
such burden entbruecs tlte heretofore 
unpublished account of a remarkable 
project, wlticli, located in our midst, 
hnd a purpose of the highest cummer- 
eial importance. 

■rllK IMPEDIMENT OK TIIE CAPE. 

Tarn to a good map of tlte Stale, and 
notice—as you haven thousand times 
before—the remarkable conformation of 
its coast. Boston Bay. like a huge 
bubble, juts in from the ocean, studded 
with islands, and forms a nattinil har¬ 
bor for t lie great city. Then you follow 
it ragged coast along the South Rliore, 
heating around Coliasset, by the old 
Scituate light, ami the Marsltlield mead¬ 
ows, until you encounter a miniature 

Italy in tlte clearly ilcliuedl.I of Dux- 

linry Neck. Now you pass the sandy 
shores of Plymouth, and strike down¬ 
wards to the "t’ape," tliul huge caudal 
appendage that lias aiTordcd so much 
amusement to tin- foreigners who in¬ 
habit tile benighted South and West. 
Tracing its curves and sinuosities 
around Race Point Light anti Province- 
town, by Highland Light and Truro, 
ami lho Tong detour around Motimnoy, 
you strike through the Vineyard Sound 
1 into BuxzunKs Bay, sailing around Nnu- 
*1 shoo and Its dependencies, while you 
leave Nantucket and the Vineyard to 
the left. And yet, when you have 
made litis little trip of some hundreds of 
miles, and have readied tlte Idiotic 
Island line, you are distant from your 
Marling point something less than sixty 
miles in an air-line. 

Now, asitle from itHtmqualilied worth 
ns tlte Inane of several thousand ex! 
-client citizens, wiser heads than our 
owtt have often wondered what use¬ 
ful purpose is subsen etl by the cxist< n c 
of “the Cape.” For agricultural pur¬ 
poses, if we except cranberries and 
tjualiaugs, it is surely not a success; as 
a manufacturing locality it does not 
it**1*1 out extraordinary inducements, 
while from n commercial standpoint it 
is an unmitigated nuisance, notwith¬ 
standing its hem-lit as a nursery for 
seamen is inestimable. To coast navi¬ 
gation and rapid water transit between 
Boston and New York is tlte existence 
of Cape Cod particularly an impediment. 
Shipping between the two points must 
stand far out to sea to avoid Race Point 
and the apex of tlte Cape, and steering 
to tlte southward leave Nantucket ami 
the Vineyard to tlte right before enter¬ 
ing the waters of Long Island Sound. 
That this detour consumes time and in¬ 
volves expense to trade is self-evident. 
The distance over the route we have 
stated, from Long wharf in Boston, to 
a given point between Point Judith, at 
the entrance to Narragansct Bay, ami 
Block Island, or to a given point be¬ 
tween the latter and Montauk Point, on 
Long Island, is not far from two hun¬ 
dred and fifty miles; the time, with fa¬ 
voring winds for sail, not fnr from 
twenty-four hours; for steam, not less 
than eighteen. With favoring winds 
the passage is a rough one, nndrnntrarv 
winds or the absence of either, may 
Attend the lime to fifty and sixty hours*. 
Tiic question of expense is a commer¬ 
cial one, nnd ims suggested itself to 
trade so forcibly that the burden of 
freight seeks tlte rail either ns a whole, 
or to tlte tide waters of the sound. 

WHAT I» THE REMEDY? 

Well, with the map still before us,let 
u« consider it. Placing the point of the 
pencil at Great Island, we may draw an 
imaginary line from the head of Uyun- 
ais llarborto Barnstable Bay, fallowing 
' nearly tlte boundary line between 
i Barnstable ami Yarmouth, t >r. -tail¬ 
ing from Block Island, between Judith 
aud Moutuuk, we should more uuturully 
truce a line lip Buzzard's Bay. over in¬ 
to Coha—el Narrows, where We find li— s 
than live miles between us ami Cape 
lasl Bay, and revive the "Ship Canal.'* 
Here, at lca-t. the Cape is avoided ami 
more titan a hundred miles gained in 
distance. But i- then- nothing better? 
Start again from Point Judith, follow 
tin- pencil up Narragansct Hay to Fall 
River, ami up Mt Hope Bay lo (lie 

- mouth of Tauutou ltiver. If the scale 
I of your map w ill permit, you inn follow 

Taunton ltiver to a point known us 
Broad Cove, where the wuters have tut 
t average tide of live feet, eleven incites. 
From this point draw a straight line to

But nit hough we have made a discov¬ 
ery. we will not claim a copyright, for 
others tic fore us were not content with 
drawing imaginary lines, hut proceed 
iu a practical way towards its dcinon- 
stmlion. 

WIIY A snip CANAL. 

To trace tlte conception of tlte sell* me, 
we must go back to the condition of tlte 
nation at the beginning of the century. 
Along and nneqiuil war had risithfdin 
the independence of the colonics; a tui¬ 
tion hnd Iwt-ii liuildcd from the fabric of 
the Stat*t. anti the thought* of the ad¬ 
ministration had turned toward a prep¬ 
aratory defence for the uncertainties nf 
the future.

As early as 17P.1 the jour¬ 
nals of emigre** show that the project 
of connecting Chesapeake Hay with the 
water* of Long Island Sound wit* fre¬ 
quently agitateil ami discussed. They 
show, furthermore, the receipt of peti¬ 
tions from the several Slates bordering 
on the Atlantic coast, calling upon emi¬ 
gres*! in consider tin- feasibility of con¬ 
necting tlte inland waters a* an aid to 
speedy communication, both in pence 
and war. 

And now we come to the “Great and

SOUTH WEYMOUTH. 

TW towtli WnjrmMHIi Xsriit. 

A* many annflictlng rumors and sensa¬ 
tional stories have been circulated relative 
to the murder of Mr. Simeon Smith, who 
was shot by some scoundrel on Friday night 
last, we give a summary of the fact* of the 
arrest of Wm. Shaw, nod the conclusion* 
which governed the officer* in making the 
arrcid. for which we are indebted to officer 
A. .1. Garry. 

The murder having been made known at 
the detective office in Boston, officers Wade 
and Knox visited South Wcyinotith on 
Saturday morning, but returned without 
making any arrest. t»n Sunday officer Ga¬ 
rry, and SbeiitT White of Weymouth, made 
a partial investigation of tin* circumstances 
of the murder, and Monday, in eonsulta- 
tioii w ith the two detectives, who came out 
again on Monday morning, it vva* decided 
to arrest Wm. Shaw, the ground of arrest 
being that the officers learned that unpleas¬ 
ant relation* existed between the deceased 
and young Miaw, and tlmt the latter was 
near Mr. .Smith’* premises at the time of 
the murder. Shaw was found at Smith's 
house by officer Wade, the other officers 
having also searched the house of Shaw's 
father, and while there received word tiiat 
Shut*' was in custody of Wade. 

Shaw stated to the officers, in reply to 
their interrogations a* to Ids whereabout*, 
that he came to the house of Mr. Smith 
( ut about 7 o’clock on Friday evening, and 
I calling bis wife out. talked with her for 
nearly half an hour, when they both went 
to tlie house of her sister near by, and Ids 
j wife went in, requesting him to wait un¬ 
til the came out. Instead of waiting there, 
lie passed up the bine to Pond St., and 
there met two young men with skates, 
who were on their way home from tlie 
Pond, with whom lie walked down the 
street to the depot, and after la.’iiig there a 
few minutes, (the Voiilig men having left 
him,) be beard the discharge of a gun, on 
which he started up the street, ami re- 
tnrticd to meet his wife at Mr. Belcher's. 
The two tb<‘n went to Ids wife’s father's 
for a shawl ami when they arrived at the 
head of tlie lane they saw a commotion at 
the other lane on which Smith** house 
stood, and were informed tiiat Mr. Smith 
bad fallen from Id* load or bad been shot. 

A rumor was circulated in the village 
yestenlav afternoon that one of the young 
men whom Sliavv states he met on the 
street, had been found: imt ('apt. Garey 
informs iih tiiat tlo* rumor probably arose 
from the fact Hint be bad been to .South 
Weymouth that afternoon, and was re¬ 
quested by (be father of Mr. Sliavv to make 
an effort to find the persons mentioned. 

As will be seen by advertisement, tlie 
Selectmen of Weymouth have offered a re¬ 
ward for the murderer, which will be a 
stimulus to the officers to do all in their 
power t«> bring the assassin to justice. A* 
it is not our province to prejudge the ease 
by present conclusions, we give, inclosing, 
the following particulars of the murder, 
as furnished hyotiiregdar correspondent. 

The inhuman murder of Simeon Smith, 
last Friday evening, occupies every thought 
and stirs every heart with indignation.— 
The victim was one of the most inoffen¬ 
sive of men; a man widely known from 
bis business among our people. Early in 
life be was very severely burned, so that 
bis life was despaired of, hut after a long 
tim*’ be recovered, although be always car¬ 
ried tin* marks on bis fact*. In bis early 
manhood he had the misfortune to lose 
his father, who was killed by lightning 
while standing in the door of liis house.— 
Rather late in life he married Jane Tirrell. 
daughter of Levi Tirrell, by whom lie bad 
• *firee children—two girls ami a boy—tb** 
older of tlie girls marrying Addison Uel- 
cliei. the youngest. Lizzie, marrying in 
April last. William Sliuw. whose arrest 
upon suspicion of committing tlie murder 
ix familiar t** all. The father, Lizzie, and 
a son of fourteen, have lived together iu a 
little cottage standing on a lane leading 
nut from Pond St., just above the South 
Weymouth Railroad Depot. Tin* marriage 
of Lizzie to Sliavv was a private one, and 
the presence of Sliavv about the premises 
was obnoxious to Mr. .smith, who, not 
knowing tb** relations subsisting between 
>haw and bis daughter, 'forbade Sliavv to 
j enter Ids house. Mr. Smith was provorbi- 
' ally late in getting home from liis trips 
j after bay. >o much <o as to occasion some 
i remark. 11«• had returned last Friday cvc- 
I niui about 7 o’clock, and before takiiigntit 
J his horse lie ucs shot by some villain with 
; a U'tti loaded with shot and pieces of tin 
penny nails, the charge taking effect in 
nearly li • centre of hi*, forehead, passing 
• lit on the back und top of the Head, liis 
cap and c >.it also being *’iit by Hie missiles, 
j From the report of the weapon it was evi¬ 
dently a heavy gun. Mrs. Joseph B. Pool, 
residing on the corner * f the lane, having 
I occasion to go for a pail of water, heard 
j groan*, and looking behold a man lying 
upon the ground, and calling Mr. Janie* 
Christy, it was discovered to be Mr. Sniit'i 
1 lying upon bis face. He was carried to 
I nis bouse and watched by Dr. Greeley, 
but gave in* sign • f consciousness, and 
died at two o’clock on Saturday afternoon. 

Tlie presence "f some fifteen dollars ill 
liis pocket proved that the murder was not 
committed f**r money. Detectives from 
Boston were promptly summoned, and cv- 
c y tiling done that could be. *o ferret out 
the perpetrator. Suspicions were enter¬ 
tained of Wm. Shaw, son of Andrew 
Shaw, and he was arrested on Monday, 
brought before Judge Rumpus on Tues¬ 
day, but by request the ease i* assigned f*» 
jhc - th in*?. Let us calmly suspend 
judgment until a thorough invest I gat ion is 
made ami fads shown, only hoping the 
guilty parly may he speedily brought to 
justice.

the Revolutionary struggle, and it is the 
influence which is steadily hut surely wid¬ 
ening the breach between Capital and La¬ 
bor. whose interests are, and should ever 
he In n proper condition of alTairs, identi¬ 
cal. Most (‘specially does tills principle— 
or rather maul of principle—hear with par¬ 
ticular force upon the poor, from the fact , 
that through this dishonesty he buys 
third-ride butter, ami flour, and lard, and 
So on at the price of the beat quality: not 
only tins, hut he gets short weight and 
iiicuMtre: Ills colTee is one-third ground 
beans and other rubbish: his sugar i* plen¬ 
tifully sprinkled with term tdbu, (white 
clay) or Hotiiclliing of an equal foreign 
nature: his tea contains the fragments of 
dried leaves which were never within a 
thousand miles of a tea plant before they 
were mingled with a few sickly specimens 
in order to make them presentable; his 
lmttcr is a sort of high grade of colored 
soap-grease and never even smelt of a 
cow: his meal is half worthless bran and 
ground corncobs-—and so it goes. Who 
cares to read :i long list? 

A reliable mail, who sells his goods 
for what they mere ami not for what they 
oii't/il In be. will reap an honestly gotten, 
well-deserved competency. There is no 
use in talking any other doctrine, honesty 
Is the best policy. The moment a eastern¬ 
er feels that he can depend upon fair, hon¬ 
orable treatment by a tradesman, that 
moment lie is his friend, his supporter, 
iiini above all. his steady citxtunwr.
